Exeritpted 
from indepeudent criticism, their 
Governor can safely work his own 
sweet will in everything relating to 
the duties of his..office and the go- 
vernment of the people without fear 
or contradiction, No tyrant of the 
middle ages could have been a more 
absolute monarch in his own’ domi- 
nions than this petty ruler of a beggar- | 
ly dependency is within the limits of 
his jurisdiction. Reforms of an.im- 
portant character may be impera- 
tively called for; abuses prejudicially 

“affecting the best’ interests of the 
community at large, may exist and 
become a crying evil; every kind of 
misgovernment and scandalous mis- 
management may be chronicled as 
daily occurrences, without the pos- 
sibility of an appeal from a down- 

"trodden people having the slightest 
effect either in Macao or Lisbon. 
This is not the fault of the Governor, 
but merely the traditional policy of 
his country. Quam multa injusta ac. 
prava fiunt moribus, 

There ‘are in Hongkong a very 
large number of Portuguese residents, 
who, apart altogether from patriotic 
feelings, have still vast interests at 
stake in the permanent welfare of 
Macao. They have some claim to 

' be heard, and ag a’ matter of right 
to many of our subscribers and sup- 
porters of Portuguese nationality, 
the columns of the Telegraph will al- 

. Ways be open for the untrammeled 
discussion of public questions, with 
‘the single. restriction that all opi- 
nions must be fairly and temperately 
stated. We will even gd “farther. 


Macao affairs “have been strangely | 


neglected in times gono past by. our 
. local press: as a matter of fact; ex- 
_ cepting with reference to somé priest- 
ly procession or gorgeous festival the 
remnants of a deplorable barbarism ; 
or a sale of the Fan-tan or Wei-Sing 
monopoly, the existence of the colony 
as afactor in Eastern politica has been 
almost entirely forgotten. With an 
independent and impartial press 
backed up and supported by a large 


body of the Macaenese themselves 
who are desirous of seeing the inau- 
guration of a‘reformed system of 
local government, fearlessly assailing 
the policy of inaction which has been 
the special characteristic of Macao 
Governments for ages past ; exposing 
the. errors and abuses, to which may 
be attributed the present unsatisfac- 
tory condition of the city as a com- 
mercial centre ; can it be doubted 
that a great deal of good must have 
resulted? “The interests. of Macao. 
‘are identical-with the interests of a 
not unimportant section of the Hong- 
kong community, The substitution 
of an active, bustling trading port, 
in place of the present. dead-and- 
alive refuge of the destitute, could 
not fail to have some beneficial in- 
fluence on Hongkong trade; and we 
are therefore justified in using what- 
ever influence a local newspaper miay 
possess in endeavouring to advocate, 
and bring about a scries of much- 
needed reforms. To achieve this 
end we ask the Macaenese to unite 
and bestir ‘themselves in the cause 
of liberty and reform. It is their 
interests rather than those of the 
mother country which are at stake; 
it is their voices which should be 
heard in the Lisbon parliament, if 
necessary at the foot of the throne 
itself, demanding a system of Gp- 
vernment for their colony more in 
keeping with the necessities of Macao 
and the altered character of the times 
than the military dictatorship, which 
under H.E, Governor Graca and 
his predecessors has utterly failed to 
answer modern requirements. “Why 
should the auri sacra funes which 
has almost from time immemorial 
blackened the fair fame of the “ gcin 
of the orient earth,’ and reduced, 
what was once the fairest dependency 
of the Portuguese crown to its pre-- 
sent state of utter degradation, be 
bolstered up by the Government, as 
‘a*means of concedling its own in- 
difference to the colony’s future, as 


;| @ shallow excuse for its own crimi- 


nal indolence. We all know how 
strong is the feeling of devotion 
which exists in Maca» for the Por- 
tuguese crown, and we ave therefora 
emboldened to ask why the Lisbon 
Government has never properly res 
coznised the too apparent: claims of 
her loyal children in the Far Bast.to 
some slight amount of statesmanlike 
consideration, It were . better to 
transfer the colony tato the hands of 
some great power, England, America 
or Garmany, than to allow it ta re: 
mio in its ‘present degradation. 
Nay, even in Chinese hands it would 
be better, and more prosp2rous, for 
we could then only have gambling, 
and immorality in their worst forms, 
which alveady exist, and wa certainly 
should have a busy commercial com- 
munity which under the present rule 
has no existence. Admittedly, re., 
form is urgently needed. The ques- 
tion is, how cau it be satisfactorily, 
accomplished ? 
accomplished, and althouzh. the 
work may occupy years, with per- 
severance the end must be achieved 
atlast. The whole affair is in the 
hands of the Macao community. Let 
the people make good use of their 
privileges, and by their independent 
course of action. demonstrate to the 
‘Lisbon Government that they fully 
| Tecognise their present position, and 
their right to lay their claims before 
the representatives of the Portuguese 
‘nation. The golden opportunity for 
thus vindicating their rights and pri- 
vilegos is close at hand. 

Macao is represented: in the Por- 
tugueso Parliamont in Lisbon by 
oné deputy, who i8 electd@; under 
‘ordinary circumstances by Re Ipeople 
every. three: years; but:th€. downfall 
of a Ministry at any time necessitates 
a fresh election, “ The ‘deputy: for 
Macaois a paid member, and although 


the remuneration can. hardly be said: 


to be princely, the position is one not 


truly enough be. said ‘that the inte. 
rests of tho colony are entirely in the 
hands of the deputy; in. fact, he is 
guardian and custodian of the people’s 


Tights.’ [he prosent member’ for ; 


We think it can be’ 


to be ‘altogether despised. It may 


Macao is Senhor Scarnichia, a Por- 
fuguese by birth, but who resided in 
the colony for a great number of 
years as/a marine officer, and latterly 
as Harbour Master. An election for 
the. office of deputy in the Lisbon 
Parliament will take place at Macao 
on Sunday the 18th inst. The only 
candidates at present in the field are 
Senhor Scarnichia aad Dr, Lucio 
Augusto da Silva. We venture to 
assert that neither one of these gen- 
tlomen is competent to undertake 
‘properly the acavy responsibilities 
attaching to such an office. Senhor 


stated, a Portuguese by ¢ birth, who, 
notwithstanding his 24 years resi- 
dence in Macao can have: little 
interest in, or sympathy - with 
the people he is supposed to re- 
;present., He is a naval officer, and 
doubtless an honor to his profession. 
He is a kindly: disposed, well mean- 
ing, good-hearted gentleman, but he 
possesses neither the eloquence or 
experience to enable him to do jus- 
tice to his constituents, nor is he 
cast in the moyld of which statesmen 
and senators ave usually made. What 
has he dune for the colony during 
the years he has been Macao’s repre- 
scatative? Absolutely nothing, He 
Imay have spoken in the House, but 
we carinot discover a single trace of 
his influence in the Lisbon Parlia- 
mentary debates for years past. Ina 
word he,is a Portuguese gentleman 
who has his own pleasures, pastimes, 
and business to attend to, without 
being bothered with: the troubles 
‘of such an outlandish, out-of-the- 
)way corner of the earth as Macao. 
Dr. Lucio Agusto da Silva is also, 
Portuguese born, and a physician of 
some eminence. He is well known 
in Macao for the great consideration 
and kindness he has invariably 
shown to the poorer classes. So far 
as we can learn Dr, Lueio, as he is 
familiarly termed by his intimates, 
is an ornament to the medical 
profession ; but he has never through- 
out the whole of his career shown 
the slightest capacity for the position 
he now aspires to. If we are correct 
ly informed the election will be fairly 
and honourably conducted. Remem- 
bering the shameful practices, the bri- 
bery aad corruption, the undue pre- 
ponderance of official -and military 
influences which rendered previous 
elections notorious, we shall be glad if 
our information as to the purity of the 


we have our doubts. However, now 
is Maeao's hope - of’ redemption. 
Both the candidates in the field:are 
utterly useless, hopelessly incompe- 
tent, and incapable of doing anything 
to advance the true interests of the 
colony they desire to serve. Is there 
no youag Macaencse' capable of ade- 
quately representing his native place 
in Lisbon? Is all the talent, all the 
learning, all the wisdom, all the ex- 
perience, all the energy, all the élo- 
quences, all the honesty of Macao, 
rconfined to residents of Portuguese 
birth? Thedeputy for Macao should 
benative born. Heshould be aman 
of some éminence and 'position, well 
edueated, and intimately acquainted 
with the past history and future re- 
quirements of the colony he goes 
abroad to serve. He must be a man 
ofenergy and determination, for there 
willbe obstacles placed in the way, and 
vast difficulties to surmount before 


perous as Hongkong, and to, achieve 
that end should be the aim and. object 
ofhis mission. We venture to think 


nes¢ friends should bestir themselves, 
throw life and energy into what isa 
grand object; -combine together, 
actuated with but one desire, .and

THE SOUTH SHA ISLANDS. - 

The following, from the Australasian’ 
of the 30th July, gives: the latest re- 
ceived intelligence from the South Sea 
Islands :— - 

Sydney, 26th July, —Shortly after 
the recent arrival of H.M,. steamship 
Emerald it was currently reported that 
a German naturalist named Klen- 
schmidt had beon murdered some time 
ago by the natives of New Britain. It 
has since trgspjred that the victim‘of 
the nivooity tere a Mr. Littleton, with, 
whom the natives had disputes about 
the ownership of certain lands on the 
island of New Britain, and they eventu- 
ally murdered him. A report of the 
matter reached Jaluit—one of the Mar- 
shall Group—by the German steamer 
Pacific on June 18, but only very brief 
particulars appear to have been gather. 
ed regarding the alleged murder, 

The Natives of New Britain made 
Lostile demonstrations against ‘the 
white inbabitants of the islands and 
others‘ resident there, and the latter, 
believing their lives to be in danger, 
made common cause against the islan- 
dors and attacked them, killing about 
50, and wounding others. No whites 
were killed in the encounter. The 
Deputy-Commissioner, Mr. Romilly, 
has sinca visited New Britain in the 
schooner Beagle, and has: justified the. 
proceedings of the whites. 

H.M.S. Conflict, it is stated, also 
appeared on the scone, and hanged 
three natives for. the murder of Mr, 
Littleton.
